He Had Previously Killed Two Mtn 
On Account of Jealousy 



Yesterday morning at 1:2:40 o'clock the resi- 
denta of East Fourth atreet were awakened 
from tbeir aleep by tbo rapid diaebai|o of re- 
volver abota.
